How Physical Examinations of 


Drafted Men Will be Conducted 


When the local exemption boards are preparing to summon per- 


sons for physical examination they will divide the whole number call- 
;cl Into three groups. Approximately the first one-third of the names 
3!i tho list will bo summoned to report on the morning of the fifth 
lay from tho dato of mailing tlio notice. The sacond third will report 
3n the morning ot the sixth day and the last third on the morning of 
the seventh day. 


Any person who, when called, is temporarily absent from the dis- 


trict, or who Is prevented by sickness fr,fam reporting at the time fixed" 
in his notice, may roport on or before the tenth day after date of mail- 
ing the notice. 


The examinations will be made by the medical member of the 


board, or by some experienced licensed physician in good standing 
designated by the governor. Other additional examining physicians 
may be appointed by the local board as follows: One, if the number . 
to be examined in one day shall exceed 80; two, If the number exceed 
120, aud three if the number exceed 160. Inasmuch as Distrist No. 2 
will summon 602 men, with approximately 166 to be examined on each 
of three days, the local board will be authorized to appoint three ad- 
ditional examiners. 


In making physical examinations and in basing conclusions on the 


rosulto of such examinations examining physicians and the local board 
shall bo guidod, governed, and controlled by prescribed forms and 
regulations prepared by the surreon general of the army, and by the 
general rule that when an examining physician or.a local board is in 
doubt as to whether or not any person examined is physically de- 
ficient and not physically qualified for military service, the doubt shall 
be resolved in favor of such person's physical qualification for mili- 
tary service and he shall be held to be physically qualified for such 
service. 


Each person shall be examined In the presence of a member of 


the board other than tho medical member. If the examining physician 
shall find tho person examined physically deficient and not physically 
qualified for military service, the board shall cause him. to be ro-ox- 
aralncd by another of the duly appointed examining physicians, in the 
presence of a member of the board not present at the first examina- 
tion. 


In case the physician making the original examination shall have 


found the person physically qualified for military service,.and no re- 
oxamlnation is required, the board shall hold such person to be so 
qualified. 
In case of re-examination, if the re-examining physician 


shall have found tho person physically qualified, or if both examining 
physicians shall have found the person physically deficient and not 
physically qualified for military service and the board does not concur 
in such findings, he shall be.hold to be physically qualified for military 
service. 
* 


If both examining physicians shall have found the person physi- 


cally deficient and not physically qualified for military service and 
the board concurs in such findings, he shall be discharged from the 
draft and a certificate issued him on one form if tho deficiency is of 
such a nature as to constitute a permanent disability, and upon an- 
other form in cases where the deficiency is temporary In 
character 


and justifies a reasonable delay in completing the examination in or- 
der that an opportunity for recovery may be afforded.
